When friends from other places 
and of other days visit me or

Even with our pres­ 
ent enrollment of slightly over 
1800. conditions have been such 
that we have been embarrassed 
several tunes when questioned by 
authorities about our indoor ath­ 
letic and physical education pro­ 
gram. 
Our physical 
education 
classes are now too large to ade­ 
quately give each boy and girl 
j a chance to benet it 
from 
the 
class 
Several of 
our 
classes 
have as many as 50 enrollees, far 
j above the maximum recommend- 
j ed by the state for the size of 
■ gymnasium snare w*c have. 
j 
State law requiies that 
each 
boy and girl. physically fit, par­ 
ticipate wreekly rn 200 minutes 
of health and physical education. 
This shows the emphasis 
the 
state has put on physical health; 
it is up to us to see that facili­ 
ties are provided and time allot­ 
ted for this. Time means nothing 
if facilities and space are lack- 
; mg. 
Reversion to a 40-minut° 
period in 
the 
daily 
program 
would be inadvisable with 
re- 
| spec! to the academic program 
under the present enrollment. 
To say that physical health is 
not important these days is in-, 
defensible. 
Even 
the 
ancient 
I Greeks recognized this and w’e j 
all know the strong correlation 
that exists between physical and j 
mental health. 
OUR PRESENT gymnasium is'

the garden. Of course, they will 
grow larger as soon 
as 
they 
have re-acclim ated themselves to 
the out-of-doors again, and when 
the following Fall comes around, 
they will have to be put in larg­ 
er pots. 
From these plants I 
can 
make many cuttings 
for 
new plants. 
Cuttings may be taken at any 
time of the year, our local flor­ 
ist tells me. 
Now is a particu­ 
larly good time. 
Make a slip 
just below a leaf and place this 
stem either rn w'ater or moist 
sand or a combination of sand 
and light loam. 
Keep the soil 
moist at all times, but not tpo 
wet, or the cutting will rot. 
A 
great deal depends on the tem ­ 
perature of the room in which 
plants are expected to ^row. 
If 
one m aintains a tem perature of 
over 
seventy 
degrees 
at 
all 
times, the plants, quite n atu r­ 
ally, will require frequent w a­ 
tering. 
Perhaps every day if 


they are sitting in direct sun- 


j shine. 
I have found that the house 
plants remaining in a south ex­ 
posure require a small am ount 
of water, daily. 
W hereas, plants 
kept in the north and east light, 
i such as, African Violets, require 
less w atering. 
Incidentally, Af­ 
rican Violets, seem to do better 
if 
they 
obtain 
w ater 
through 
the opening at the bottom of 
the pot. 
In other words, it is 
best to place the pot in which 
they are planted in a container 
to which you add w'ater as the 
roots absorb it. 
However, sev­ 
eral successful growers of this 
plant have assured me that they 
put the w ater on the surface of 
the soil, as well as at the bot­ 
tom of the pot. 
This plant re­ 
quires moisture at all times, and 
will w ilt quickly if the soil is 
allowed to dry out.

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Milk Cooler Does Double Duty On 
Farm; Can Also Warm Milk House

Cooling milk still Im a milk cooler's 
job. But, apparently, It can perform 
another very important chore equally 
as well. It has been discovered that 
the cooler's compressor can be con­ 
verted into a heat pump. And that 
the heat pump can be used to warm 
the milk house. 
The principle followed Is simple. 
It is to extract heat from a warm 
substance and to transfer that heat 
to the area which is to be warmed— 
in this case, the milk house. The milk 
cooler is leady-made for this pur­ 
pose. since its avowed purpose is to 
remove heat from warm milk. This 
heat extraction business is the job of 
the compre:>$or. 


In some ways It Is too bad that 
milk doesn’t require as much time 
for cooling in the winter as it does 
in the summer. It would mean that 
the compressor would operate more 
often—and for longer periods of time. 
Thus, more heat would be available 
in the milk house in cold weather 
when it is needed. In view of this 
situation, therefore, the winter prob­ 
lem is to keep this heat extractor 
busy extracting heat as long as it is 
needed... and to keep the heat com­ 
ing even after the milk has been 
cooled. 
It sounds complicated, but in real­ 
ity the “cooler-to-heat-pump" con­ 
version job is easy and inexpensive. 
The only additional parts needed are 
a room thermostat, a solenoid or 
magnetic water valve, and a short 
length of 3m inch copper tubing. The 
accompanying illustration shows how 
this equipment is used. 
In general, here’s how It work*. 
After the milk is cooled, fresh water 
is directed into the cooling tank. It 
flows over the thermostat controlling 
the compressor, forcing it back into 
action. This time, however, it re­ 
moves the heat from the fresh water, 
bringing its temperature from the 
usual SO degrees down to 35—the 
average point for water surrounding 
the cooler’s ice bank. Cooled water 
is allowed to flow outside. 
The cost of warming the milk house 
by* this method depends largely on 
the temperature desired, water sup­ 
ply and whether the building is well 
insulated and tightly constructed. 
Most farmers And it most economical 
to use their newly discovered heat 
pump to keep the room temperature 
at a “protection'' point of 40, and to 
employ infra-red lamps or convection 
heaters to warm work areas. 
Perfection or even wholehearted 
acceptance of the idea, however, still 
lies 
in 
the 
future. 
Nevertheless, 
enough has been uncovered to date 
to encourage agricultural engineers 
to predict great possibilities for the 
milk cooler s extra-curricular activi-

BIRDSFOOT trefoil is the on­ 
ly one of four legumes planted 
I on Clarence soil in Livingston 
County in 1942 which still sur­ 
vives. the farm adviser pointed 
out. 
Not only has it survived 
close grazing, but the original 
plot 
has 
spread 
over 
nearby 
plots. 
During 1946. dry m atter 
yields exceeded 5,000 pounds an 
acre. 
At Urbana, seedings of birds­ 
foot trefoil with orchard grass in 
the fall of 1944 yielded 
more 
than 5,000 pounds of dry m atter 
an acre each year. In 1946. sheep 
pastured on these plots gained 
192 pounds for each acre of pas­ 
ture during a three-m onth per­ 
iod. 
The feed value of birdsfoot 
trefoil is about thes ame as that 
of alfalfa, except that it con­ 
ta in s only about half as much 
I calcium.

I to be ^liat birdsfoot trefoil does 
i not compete well with grasses 
and therefore is slow to become 
established on fertile soils. Costs 
of seed is also high.

Mineral deeds 
and leases 
As new areas in the state are 
exploited for oil and coal, farm 
landowners 
become 
concerned 
about the nature of legal instru­ 
ments used to transfer rights in 
these minerals. 
Owners some­ 
times find that when oil or coal 
is discovered on their property 
they cannot benefit because the 
rights were many years ago con­ 
veyed to other persons, or were 
J reserved by their seller. 
Here are a few facts which 
may help to explain some of the 
situations arising out 
of 
the 
conveyance of mineral rights: 
1. The “surface” may be sep­ 
arated from the minerals under­ 
neath so that the ownership of 
{each is in separate persons. This 
may be* done by a deed of coal 
.or other minerals or by a deed of 
the surface, reserving the min­ 
erals. 
2. Unless the ownership of sur­ 
face and minerals has been “sep­ 
arated,” a conveyance of the sur- 
face includes the right to every­ 
thing underneath, the surface. 
3. When 
MINERALS 
h a v e 
been sold or reserved, the hold- 
! er has a legal right to enter the 
property and develop and re­ 
move the minerals, paying any 
reasonable damages which 
re­ 
sult from such operations.

right is implied even though it 
is not written in the dt*ed or 
reservation.

New code bans

This is the title of an article 
in a Feb. 13 daily and was simi­ 
larly publicized in other papers. 
“We doubt if 
Cook 
county 
(arm people realize 
how 
this 
came about,” states Farm Ad­ 
viser Hughes. “The code has been 
filed with the County Board and 
axvaits the 30-day notice period. 
“This is a very brief history 
of this code,” explains Hughes. 
“Following repeated complaints 
from farm people about folks set* 
tin g in the county in shacks and 
troubles resulting, we explained 
a procedure to meet the problem 
to the Farm Bureau Board. Pro­ 
posal was for securing legisla­ 
tion to regulate residential build­ 
ing in rural areas and the laying 
out of subdivisions. The I.A.A. 
Legislative 
Committee was ap­ 
proached, the Cook County Truck 
Growers concurring in the move. 
After 
two 
tries 
the 
powers 
of County Boards was extended 
to zone rural residential build­ 
ings excluding agriculture — the 
subdivision proposal got tangled 
in legislative machinery and was 
dropped. 
"THE FARM Adviser was ap­ 
pointed to a committee of real 
estate men, architects, 
masons, 
plumbers, zoning people etc., and 
for weeks and months, days hax’e 
been devoted to developing 
a 
minimum residential 
code 
for 
rural 
areas, 
excluding 
f a r m 
dwellings. On becoming effective 
henceforth rural dwellings not 
un farms must get a permit and 
submit to inspection to prevent 
cheap buildings being erected in 
the country and thereby creating 
rural slum areas.
